THE DICKENS CARNIVAL 


| Interesting Entertainment given by Kings’ Daughters of the 


South Church on Eve of the Dickens’ Centenary. 


Could Charles Dickens have been 
in the South church on Tuesday eve- 
ning, how unbounded would have 
been his astonishment at the scene 
which would have been presented to 
him. That long line of people, tall 
and short, stout and thin, young and 
old, man, woman, boy and girl—why 
—yes, they were his own creations, 
the characters with whom he had peo- 
pled his books, who had lived in his 
fancy, and were part of himself. How 
delightful to find them all together 
here, a happy, joyous gathering with 
all traces of trials and troubles through 
which he had caused them to pass, 
vanished. But why were they here, 
taken from their proper sphere, and 
set down among all these. twentieth 
century folk with their queer and 
sombre costumes and their strange 
manners? And why all this applause 
and laughterr And then, no doubt, 
it would slowly have dawned on him 
that the whole affair was a tribute 
to himself, 

The scene in the South church 
vestries might well have astounded 
other people than Mr. Dickens, for 
not for a long time has anything 
equal to it been seen there. The 
Dickens Carnival held under the aus- 
pices of the Courteous circle of 
King’s Daughters, which has been so 
long planned for and so earnestly 
worked for was an unparalleled suc- 
cess. An audience which packed the 
vestries to overflowing showed its 
hearty appreciation of the entertain- 
ment. Interest was also shown by 
the liberal patronage given to the 
various booths. : 

Of the latter there were several, all 
very attractively decorated, and pre- 
sided over by members of the Will- 
ing Workers, to whose energetic en- 
deavors much of the success of the 
evening was due. At the “Christmas 
Carol” candy was for sale; “Pickwick 
Pavers” had an attractive display of 
stationery, books, valentines, post- 
caras, ete.; “Dombey & Son” had a 
large variety of fancy articles on sale, 
while at the “Old Curiosity Shop,” 
flowers and various novelties were 
eagerly bought by the ‘many purchas- 
ers. “Great Expectations” was true 
to its name, being a tree covered with 
“grabs,” which contained all sorts of 
articles. At “Bleak House” ice 
cream was dispensed, while “Oliver 
Twist” was ever ready to distribute 
“more” coffee, cocoa, crullers, cake, 
and not-cross buns. 

The entertainment itself consisted 
of a series of tableaux given under 
the direction of H. Winthrop Peirce, 
to whose artistic skill the success of 
many of Andover’s enjoyable even- 
ings during the past few years has 
been due. The pictures were com- 
mented upon, each in turn, by Mr. 
Dickens, who was impersonated by

her pretty costume, made one of the 
most charming of the tableaux. 

Dick Swiveller and the Marchioness 
from the “Old Curiosity Shop” were 
portrayed by Lewis T. Homer and 
Miss L, Porter. 

From “Martin Chuzzlewit,” Mr 
Pecksniff, (John V. Holt) the self- 
serving, mean-spirited, hypocritical 
Pecksniff, and his two daughters, 
Merry and Cherry (Miss Minnie 
Whitford and Mrs. Frank L. Cole) 
were shown, Sairey Gamp and Betsy 
Prig (Miss Nellie Farmer and Miss 


Minna Brown) also appeared, the 
tableau representing the critical mo- 
ment at which Mrs. Prig exclaims, 
“T don’t believe there’s no sich per- 
son,” 

Scrooge, the inimitable Scrooge of 
the “Christmas Carol,” who was con- 
verted from hardness into tenderness 
by Christmas Eve visions, was next 
shown.

Mr. Dombey, the proud merchant. 
and his sister, Mrs. Chick, were next 
shown, Charles G, Willard and Miss 
Emily Torrey taking the roles very 
satisfactorily. Paul and Florence 
Dombey, who formed the ‘next pic- 
ture, were Grace Francis and Kather- 
ine Selden. Captain Cuttle and his 
hook, also from “Dombey & Son,” was 
impersonated by Dr..M. B. McTernen, 
who in his second appearance could 
not refrain from one of his charac- 
teristic pranks. 

John Perrybingle (F, H. Foster) 
“lumbering, slow and honest, stolid, 
but so good,” and his wife (Mrs. Fos- 
ter) called “Dot” by her husband, and 
Miss Tilly Slowboy, the nurse (Miss 
Mabel Marshall) represented “The 
Cricket on the Hearth,” 

From “David Copperfield” ‘several 
scenes were taken.

1912 Football Changes 


ee 


Of interest to every football en- 
thusiast are the radical changes in 
the rules covering the game, which 
were recently decided upon by the 
inter-collegiate football rules com- 
mittee. 

Brictly stated the principal changes 
are as follows: 


1, Lhe playing field, now 110 yards 
in length, will be shortened to an 
even 100 yards. This change in itself 
is not vital, but is made in order to | 
make possible on small grounds an 
extension of territory in which the 
forward pass may be used. 


2. An area of 10 yards width be- 
yond the goal lines is set apart, and 
in this the attacking team will be al- 
lowed to use the forward pass. 


3. The number of downs to gain 
10 yards is increased by one. 


4. The onside kick is abolished. 


5. The value of a touchdown is in- 
creased from five points to six points, 
but that of the goal from touchdown 
and other scores will stand as at pre- 
sent. 

6. The 20-yard zone which the 
present rules now provide restrictions 
to interference with the forward pass 
is abolished, so that the restrictions 
will apply now to any part of the 
field. . 

In commenting upon the changes 
made in the rules, Walter Camp of 
Yale, expressed himself as highly 
pleased with them and said: 

“I think more running is being put 
into tue game by the new rules made 
Saturday. The abolishment of the 20- 
yard zone makes the work of the offi- 
cials less complicated and more easy 
to understand. 


“The increasing of the value of a 
touchdown to six points is also a 
good thing, for it makes it impossible 
for an opposing team to more than 
tie a touchdown with two field goals. 
this puts a premium on the running 
game and takes it off the tendency to 
kick goals from the field. It also will 
make it possible for a goal from a 
tcuchdown to decide instead of tie a 
game.”

Such were the ideals for which 
Lincoln stood, and which we must 
strive to restore today.

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LEADERS ARE 


KEEPING MUM 


Important Developments Are 


Near In Lawrence Strike 
ONG EXECUTIVE SESSIONS 


State-Wide Strike or Settling Pres- 
ent Difficulty—Clash Between Regu- 
lar Union and industrial Workers 
Becomes Bitter—Women Seek Con- 
verts Among Perchers—Posters Set- 
ting Forth Grievances of Operatives 
to Be Sent’All Over the Country— 
Mill Agents Report Increase in 
Number of Operatives at Work 


Lawrence, Mass., Feb. 8.—Three 
long executive sessions of the strike 
committee are expected to result in 
important action in the textile work- 


ers’ wage war within the next twenty- 
four hours. 


. The unusual : ecrecy maintained led 


to a rumor that negotiations were be- 
ing conducted for a settlement with 
the mill owners, but this is denied by 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
leaders. They admit, however, that 
they are considering propositions 
which will affect largely the future 
plans for conduct of the strike. 

It is believed that plans are being 
perfected for the proposed state-wide 
strike, although William E. Traut- 
mann and William D. Haywood both 
refuse to commit themselves in ie 
matter. 

“There always is a critical period 
in a strike,” said Trautmann, “and 
these last few days of quiet betoken 
such a period. The strike at present 
igs. hanging in the balance, and we 
will know in a short time whether it 
is to be an early settlement or a long 
drawn fight.” 

For the last week it has been the 
custom to admit the public to strike 
committee meetings, but everyone not 
a member was excluded from yester- 
day’s sessions. They lasted until late 
last night with short intervals for 
meals. There will be an adjourned 
meeting today. 

It was announced here last night 
that 500 Greek shoe workers in Man- 
chester, N. H., struck under I. W. 
W. leadership. This is considered 
by local members of the organization 
to be a result of the Lawrence strug- 
gle. 

That outbreaks similar to those in 
Lawrence at the beginning of the 
strike are feared in New Hampshire 
is indicated ':» the presence here of 
Brigadier Geperal Tutheriy, adjutant 
general of the New Hampshire nation- 
al guards. He is studying the strike 
situation and the method by which 
the Massachusetts guardsmen main- 
tain order. ‘T'wo other officers of his 
staff arrived today. 

The breach is growing wider in the 
ranks of the operatives, caused by the 
entrance into the struggle of the 
American Federation of Labor, which 
is attempting to settle the strike by 
urging the so-called skilled workets 
in the mills to formulate demands af- 
fecting their crafts alone. 

Condemnation of these methods by 
1. W. W. leaders is general, and in 
an address last night before the Polish 
operatives, Haywood bitterly attacked 
the Federaticn and John Golden, 
president of the textile workers, who 
he declared intends to sell out the 
striking operatives if he gets the op- 
portunity. 

At present the number of operatives 
subject to control of the A. F. of L. 
is small, but they are increasing rap- 
idly. Fourteen meetings of the skilled 
craftsmen were held yesterday and 
last night, and tentative wage sched- 
ules were drawn up for presentation 
to the mill operators. 

Most of the demands agree with 
those originally requested by the I. 
W. W. committee, but in three mills 
the weavers will ask an increase of 
20 percent instead of 15. 

At a meeting yesterday afternoon 
of perchers, called by the Central La- 
bor union, three women operatives 
attempted to break up the gathering 
by urging those present to enlist in 
the Industrial Workers of the World. 

All the perchers are men, but tne 
women were admitted to the hal 
without question. Before the meet- 
ing they spoke to each percher as he 
entered, telling of the advantage of 
belonging to the I. W. W. When 
the meeting started they stood up and 
insisted on being heard. They ac- 
cused Jqmes Menzie, secretary of the 
Central Labor union, of selling out 
the members when they were on 
strike five years ago. 

There has been a general cessation 
of activity among the main body of 
the strikers. Few meetings have 
been held and these were only for the 
purpose of securing a closer organiza- 
tion. Leaders outside the executive 
committee have been looking after 
this part of the work. 

Hereafter all strikers will be known 


‘by the presence in their buttonholes 
\of streamers of white ribbon. 


This 
feature was recommended by Hay- 
wood. 

The strike committee had printed 
30,000 posters setting forth the griev- 


ances of the operatives, and these 
will be sent over the entire country. 
It is planned to issue circulars of this 
sort several times each week. 

Mill agents report an increase in 
the number of opeatives at work, It 
fs asserted at the Atlantic mill that 
more than a third of the workers have 
returned. 

Lawrence ministers and priests 
must keep out of the fight, accord- 
ing to the 1. W. W. leaders. A com- 
mittee called on several pastors and 
esked that they make no attempt to 
interfere, either behalf of or against 
the strikers. 


Congress Asked to Act 
Berger Demands Wool Probe 
Washington, Feb. 8.—An investi- 
gation of “the relations of the Ameri- 
can Woolen company to the strike of 
its operatives” at Lawrence, Mass., 
was called for by Representative Vic- 
tor L. Berger, the Socialist member 
of the house, in a resolution which 
would provide a congressional com- 
mission of seven members of the 

house to make an inquiry. 


O'CONNELL IS HONORED 


Catholic Laity of Boston Tender Him 
Reception and Banquet 

Boston, Feb. 8.—William Cardinal 
O’Connell at the Hotel Somerset last 
night was given a reception and ban- 
quet by 500 of the most representative 
laymen of the archdiocese, which at- 
tested the eminence of his leadership 
and the loyalty and devotion of his 


lay fotlowing. 
Governor Foss responded to the 
toast, “The Comonwealth.” Mayor 


Fitzgerald replied to “The City of Bos. 
ton” and Edward Feeney of Brooklyn 
brought’ the greetings of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Catholic societies. 
Joseph H. O'Neil spoke for the Cath- 
olic laity. Henry V. Cunningham 
presided and welcomed the cardinal. 

Cardinal O’Connell, in a manner, 
gave to the laymen an accounting of 
his five years of stewardship.

Under an act passed by the legis- 
lature last year provision was made 
for the fund, but the act omitted to 
state that the same should be. held 
by the state treasurer as was provided 
under the old statute. 

In view of this omission the peti- 
tioner claimed that it was not intend- 
ed that the state treasurer should hold 
the fund and an order was asked to 
have it paid to the supreme council. 


WOMAN WITNESSES KILLING 


Section Foreman, Insane, Commits | 


Double Murder and Suicide 

North Adams, Mass., Feb. 5.— 
Suddenly becoming insane, it is be- 
lieved, Andrew Cullen, aged 42, sec- 
tion foreman of a force of Hoosac 
tunnel laborers, murdered John Bal- 
zerini, aged 28, and Edward Wil- 
liams, aged 63, members of his crew, 
during the night, and later killed 
himself by shooting. The affair oc- 
curred at Balzerini’s home. 

The only witness to the crime was 
Mrs. Balzerini, wife of one of tu@ 
victims. From her story to the po- 
lice, it is not supposed that the men 
had engaged in a quarrel, but rather 
that Cullen went insane. ; 

After killing Balzerini instantly, 
and wounding Williams so that he 
died soon afterwards, Cullen left the 
house, and entering the Hoosac tun- 
nel near by, fatally shot himself. 


IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


King Frederick Suffers From Sudden 
Attack of Pneumonia 

Copenhagen, Feb. 8.—King Fred- 
erick, who was suddenly stricken 
while walking in the palace garden, 
is seriously ill, but court physicians 
hold out hope for his recovery. De- 
spite this reassurance fears are felt, 
owing to the rapid course of the at- 
tack. 

Although no imminent danger is re- 
garded as attached to King Freder- 
ick’s illness, which is now said to be 
pneumonia, his condition is causing 
general anxiety throughout Denmark. 
There have been crowds of callers at 
the palace.

Washington, Feb. 6.—Representa- 
tive George P. Lawrence, Republi- 
can, of Massachusetts, announced 
that he would not seek re-election. 
Lawrence, whose term expires next 
March, has been continuously a mem- 
ber of the house since the Fifty-fifth 
congress.

As, the thing drifts along it is clear 
that the Republican leader at the state 
house who represents a definite and 
tangible policy opposed to the policy 
of the governor is Speaker Cushing. 
Each has perforce of circumstances 
grown to be the leader of a political 
party on Beacon Hill and neither party 
is exactly Repubiican and exactly 
Democratic. 

Pathetic Case 


Hardly anything could be more pa- 
thetic than the helplessness of the 
state board of conciliation and arbi- 
tration during the crisis in Lawrence. 
Before it even had a chance it was 
discredited by the governor, who has 
been urging the creation of a straight 
labor department to replace it. As a 
result it was completely ignored by 
his excellency, in spite of the fact 
that the governor has just appointed 
to it Editor Wood of the New Bedford 
Times. 

Neither the strikers nor the mill 
owners paid any attention to the 
board, and there are various projects 
for arbitration being proposed which 
also ignore its existence. 

And yet the board has done con- 
siderable good during its existence 
and would do more if resorted to more 
frequently. During the big strike in 
Fall River years ago it was quite a 
tribunal. 

The board must be taking some 
satisfaction in a quiet way over the 
difficulty which met other suggestions 
as to arbitration, particularly the re- 
luctance to let the governor decide. 


Sweeping Child Labor Biil 


House bill 1525 contains some pretty 
sweeping child labor propositions ad- 
vanced by the commission on the uni- 
formity of legislation. 
the: committee on labor and is prob- 
ably the most advanced measure 
which has ever appeared in Massa- 
chusetts. It says in effect that no 
boy or girl under 14 shall be employed 
at all. He or she cannot work in a 
factory or a mill or a store, office, or 
as a bootblack, and cannot transmit 
messages, nor is a boy under 12 per- 
mitted to sell papers. No child un- 
der 16 is to be permitted to work on 
machinery, no child under 18 may 
work at any of the so-called danger- 
Ous occupations and no child under 21 
may work in a saloon or a brewery. 

If the bill were enacted into law 
Massachusetts would have gone about 
as far as it is possible to go in the 
protection of children from employ- 
ments. 

The Election Bills 


One of the big matters in the legis- 
| lature is to be the bill for the initiat- 
ive, referendum and recall. has 
had a couple of hearings and some re- 
sponsible and determined opposition. 
It is said with a great deal of force 
that with elections every year Massa- 
chusetts has already a practical] re- 
call so far as state officials are con- 
| cerned, and that the freedom of pre- 
, senting petitions to the legislature is 
a quasi initiative. The referendum is 
in common use. 
The bill for direct choice of United 
States senators, for which ex-Speaker 
| walker said a few words, is lying 
in the committee on election laws.

Walker's Isolation 

Ex-Speaker Joseph Walker is en- 
joying an isolation that must seem 
curious to him. He appears quite 
regularly befcre legislative commit- 
tees in support of more or less radical 
measures, but is far from being a 
radical. The initiative and referendum 
and direct choice of United States 
senators, the income tax, are a.. in- 
teresting to him but in no sweeping 
Way. 

But the.ex-speaker is no more iso- 
lated than his Brookline colleague, 
Norman White, who is also before 
the legislature, but with such physi- 
eal propositions as health regulations. 
The announced ambition of Mr. White 
to be United States senator has hardly 
created a comment. 


Sunday Day, Feb. 12 

Sunday legislation is to be started 
on its annual mad career before the 
committee on legal affairs on Feb. 12. 
The general! line of propositions is not 
much different from last year. It is 
to allow games on Sunday under po- 
lice reguiation. President Eliot, Ma- 
jor Higginson and others are on rec- 
ord as favoring a more liberal Sun- 
day and the major is expected to make 
the principal argument before the 
committee, But it must be admitted 
that the chance’does not seem very 
good for the passage of any law pro- 
viding Sunday games even under the 
most rigid supervision. 


Keep Peddlers at Home 

There is a curious little measure 
that will cause the representatives from 
the smal! hamiets throughout the state 
to take some thought. That is the 
bill which would in many instances 
cut out the licensing of peddlers, The 
bill says that a man cah peddle goods 
without a license if he peddles in tne 
town where he lives. 

That means that the peddler. will 
stay at home. It also means that 
peddlers will pick their territory and 
come to live there. To a certain ex- 
tent it encourages a regular branch 
of peddling in every municipality. 
Legal affairs has.the bill up for a 
hearing on Feb, 12. 

Friends Part ; 

“Tommy’ White of Newton, the 
Stalwart Republican leader of the 
house, and Robert Washburn, who is 
at one time the prince of stalwarts 
and the prince of insurgents, have 
parted company. They used to be 
such friends. David and Jonathan, 
Damon and Pythias and Taft and 
Roosevelt had nothing on them in the 
days of their warmth of friend- 
ship. 

Now there is distrust and. bitter- 
ness. White supported Washburn 
for speaker. But now he would not 
support him for anything, They have 
simply parted: company because Rob- 
ert won't stay in either the stalwart 
or the insurgent party. There never 
will be but one member of the party 
to which Robert belongs. 


Redistricting Dead 

There is to be no new congressional 
district lines drawn by the present 
legislature. The committee has 
closed its hearings and is theoreti- 
cally at work on a bill. The bill will 
be presented very much Hke the one 
drawn by the recess committee. 

But nobody wants the new lines. 
Everybody wants to see a couple ot 
congressmen elected at large next fall 
and everybody wants the four extra 
at-large places on the state delega- 
tions to the national convention. 

Sane Fourth Wins Again 

The fire cracker bill and the bill to 
encourage policemen. to shoot straight 
have been kissed good bye. One in- 
creased the length of the cracker and 
when it was espled by the advocates 
of a safe and sane Fourth of July 
there was a general scramble to kill 


it. The policemen’s bill met a short 
fate. Not even they wanted to 
learn. 


But there are matters now coming 
up intending to make it more difficult 
for the man who carries a gun. In- 
deed, the events at Lawrence have 
raised quite an opinion favoring the 
enactment of the New York gun law, 
which prescribes imprisonment for 
five years for the person caught with 
a gun in his pocket. 


Lomasney Troubled 

The newspaper stories of the power 
of Lomasney as a leader of both Re- 
publicans and Democrats have really 
troubled Lomasney. He is not sensi- 
tive unless things affect him in a ma- 
terial way and he has found among 
the tender skinned solons a reluctance 
to support, publicly atleast, some of 
the measures which he advecates. 

This has happened before, however, 
and the ward 8 leader has managed to 
get around it. He is so clever at 
making trades with people who want 
legislation that he. develops strength 
in remarkable ways when he needs it. 


Halley’s Scheme 

The only trouble with Dennis Hal- 
ley’s scheme for conciliation between 
the mill owners and operatives was 
that it provided for a committee to con- 
sist of people that would apparently 
start too heartily in sympathy with 
the operatives. Otherwise the scheme 
could have gone through, perhaps. 
It provided for men who came from 
districts where there was a textile in- 
dustry employing not fewer than 5000. 
From the first it appeared that if there 
was to be an investigation it would be 
a joint investigation, rather tuan @ 
committee of conciliation.

ding now than he has had heretofore. 
Men who have been inclined to en-

Gifts to Phillips Academy 


Announcement has been made of 
several substantial gifts which have 
recently been made to Phillips Acad- 
emy. In addition to the legacy of 
$7500 left by the late Miss Katherine 
Knapp, and which is mentioned else- 
where, other recent gifts are as fol- 
lows: 

A scholarship of $200 is to be award- 
ed annually as the basis of general 
excellence in living up to the highest 
standards of the school, other quali- 
fications than scholarship to be taken 
into account, exact conditions to be 
announced later.

Hours of Work 


In my last letter I said that my 
mother went to work in a textile fac- 
tory when she was twelve years old, 
(the hours were then not regulated 
by law and were thirteen hours a 
day, or 78 hours a week), and she got 
for her first. year just three shillings 
for a week’s work— 75 cents for 7 
hours’ work. 


Today the British law says women 
and children can work only 56 hours. 
It may seem absurd when I state that 
more work is done now in textile 
mills in the 56 hours than was done 
during the 78, 72, 60, 66, or 60 hours 
schedule. And it may seem to be 
the climax of absurdity when I state 
that you cannot now in a factory pro- 
duce as much yarn or cloth in 54 
hours as in 56. 


There is a limit to the speed of a 
railway train. The express from 
London to Perth, 400 miles, did this 
run in ten hours and is doing this 
today. With three competing lines 
running, they tried to do this 400 
miles in eight hours, and found that 
it was possible to do so but not 
profitable. Even with a_ splendid 
plant and the best roadway as to rails 
and sleepers, they found that forty 
miles an hour and making up stop- 
pages was the limit for permanent 
traffic. © 


I merely state this about railroads 
to illustrate what is the case in tex- 
tile mills today. There is a limit to 
the speed at which you can drive a 
spindle and there is a limit to the 
number of shots per minute you can 
drive a loom shuttle. With the old 
spinning frame of twenty spindles 
running 78 hours per week, the speed 


of the spindles averaged 2000 turns 


a minute. When Parliament stepped 
in and made laws for women and 
children from time to time, this 20- 
spindle spinning frame was improved 
in every way and made with 60 to 80 
spindles, and the speed of the spindle 
increased to 3000 revolutions a 
minute. At the same time, looms 
were being made that caught up in 
number Of pitks per minute the dif- 
erence between a 69 and a 56 hour 
week, 

People who know everything (or 
suppose they do) tell us that as much 
textile goods can be produced in 54 
hours as in 56. These wise men of 
the east tell us that three to four 
per cent more speed will do it. All 
right, but will this additional speed 
be profitable? From all I know, it 
would just be like trying to run a 
railway train 60 miles an hour. 

It is not only quantity but quality 
that tells in the making of textiles, 
and to try to overdo the legitimate 


Andover and Salem: 1812 and 1912 


Last Tuesday, February 6, came 
near being a “high day” for Andover. 
Miss Bailey, principal elect of Abbot 
Academy, was given a most cordial 
welcome by a large company of An- 
dover citizens at the parlors of the 
institution on that afternoon. In the 
evening Charles Dickens appeared— 
or appeared to appear—at the South 
church and gaye a very interesting 
sketch of his life and works, appro- 
priate to the eve of his one hundredth 
birthday. He was accompanied by 
the Micawbers and other heroes and 
heroines of his great novels, as natur- 
al as life— or more so! 

But, as connecting the historic past 
with the eventful present, the services 
on that day in the ancient Tabernacle 
church at Salem, were still more not- 
able. On February 6, 1812, five stu- 
dents of Andover Theological Semin- 
ary—then only four years old—went 
to Salem to be ordained in the Taber- 
nacle as the first American foreign 
missionaries. They were Adoniram 
Judson, Samuel Newell, Samuel Nott, 
Gordon Hall, Luther Rice. These 


| names are inscribed in enduring brass 


on the memorial bowlder. erected by 
Andover citizens on Rabbit Rock in 
1910, and dedicated in the presence of 
a been, Worien ae of visitors on Octo- 

ofthat centennial year of the 
American Board. (Samuel J. Mills 
and James Richards of the same stu- 
dent band were ordained three years 
later at Newburyport.) In addition 
to theologues and citizens, a number 
of “Phillips boys” walked the whole 
distance on that bitterly cold day, re- 
turning at night, a distance of thirty- 
two miles. Among them was William 


' Goodell. afterward the eminent Turk- 


ish missionary, who then roomed with 
William Hawley, Salem street, in the 
“picturesque” house, now nearly op- 
posite Mrs. Blunt’s. 

All the ministers participating in 
that day's exercises, as well as the 
candidates, were connected with An- 
dover. The introductory prayer was 
offered by Dr. Griffin, the ordaining 
prayer by Dr. Morse of Charlestown,

ary; the sermon was preached by Dr. 
Woods (from the 67th Psalm); the 
charge was given by Dr. Spring of 
Newburyport, and the “right hand” 


| by Dr. Worcester,-pastor.of the Tab- 


ernacle, both Seminary’ “Visitors.” 
Now, just one hundred years after, 
on February 6, 1912, five students— 
the same number as before—were or- 
dained in the Tabernacle as foreign 
missionaries, ‘none of them 
hailing from Andover, but President 
Fitch of Andover Theological Semi- 
nary offered the prayer of ordination. 
Dr. DeWitt S. Clark, pastor of the 
Tabernacle and graduate of Andover 
Seminary, 1868, was the moving spirit 
of the whole anniversary and gave 
the historical address. Dr. James L. 
Hill, class of 1875, was chairman of 
the “Publicity Committee,” and Miss 
..delaide F. Perkins, of Andover an- 
cestry and at one time a Punchard 
student, was a member of the “Mu- 
sic Committee.” Dr. Nehemiah 
Boynton, P. A. 1875, Seminary 1882, 
was the moderator of the Council. 
Prof. Geo. F. Herrick, class of 1859, 
and ever since missionary in Turkey, 
gave a most eloquent and tender 
right hand of fellowship. Of the 
“American Board Quartet,” ‘which

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capacity of a machine is unprofitable. 
It is not for me or any outsider to 
say whether the mill owners were 
justified or otherwise in being like 
Shylock and saying that they insisted 
on 54 hours’ pay for 54 hours’ work. 
Time will tell, and the demand and 
supply of help will determine. 

The nonsense one hears from the 
socialist party is worse than non- 
sense. Labor is needed and capital 
is needed, and the one is useless 
without the other. 

I have more than once said in these 
musings that so far as I could judge, 
the American worker was better paid 
than in most other countries. At the 
same time I have no patience when I 
hear the ignorant dyed-in-the-wool 
stand patter telling us that not only 
wages are higher but that everything 
is lovely and living cheap! I wonder 
if this demagogue knows that rents 
are more than double the cost cf the 
same accommodation in Scotland. 
Potatoes which most everybody eats, 
are this season more than double 
what they sell for in Europe. I have 
a letter this week quoting retail price 
of best potatoes in Edinburgh. I 
put it just as this letter says and add 
what it says about prices of butter 
and potatoes: “Potatoes, retail price 
4 shillings (96 cents) for 112 Ibs. 
Butter, best Irish, one shilling and 
two pence (28 cents) per Ib.; best 
Kiel butter, one shilling and _ three 
pence (30 cents) per lb.” 

We send beef to Liverpool; how, I 
cannot tell, but this American beef 
sells at a lower price in Liverpool, 
retail price I mean, than in this 
country. Bread made from Ameri- 
can flour is cheaper in Glasgow than 
it is in Boston. You pay just ten 
dollars in Scotland for the same kind 
of clothes that cost you fifteen dollars 
here. I could go on giving facts as 
to the higher prices this emancipated 
workman from the pauper labor of 
Europe has to pay for what he buys. 
Let the stand-patter open his eyes 
and learn something. Yet I again 
repeat that the so-called working man 
is better paid here than in most other 
countries, and we must learn to be 
content with a zero January and a 90 
degrees heat in July. 4 

The Lawrence strike has been a 
big mistake. Both sides are to blame. 
I don’t think that reducing the work- 
ing hours from 56 to 54 was a stupid 
thing for our legislators to do; just 
let them try to undo that measure and 
enact the 56 hour law with the stand- 
pat house they now have! We are 
all axt to forget mercies. Every re- 
duction in the hours of work has 
ultimately increased wages and I have 
faith left in me to believe that this 
54-hour law will not be an exception.

MANY CONTESTS 
IN THE SOUTH 


Rump Conventions For Ronse- 
valt Are Looxed For 


FLORIDA SETS BALL ROLLING 


Means Enormous Amount of Work 
For National Committee—Taft As- 
sured of Instructed Delegation From 
New York—His Campaign Managers 
Not Worrying Over La Follette Sup- 
porters Going Over to Roosevelt 


Washington, Feb. 8.—The outcome 
of the Florida Republican state con- 
vention for the election of delegates 
for the national convention indicates 
that the national committee will have 
to pass on the usual number of con- 
tests from the southern states just 
prior to the meeting of the national 
‘convention. — 

- Numerous telegrams were received 
here from Florida Republicans telling 
of what happened at the state conven- 
tion. The story, in brief, seems to 
be that the insurgent Republicans 
walked out of the regular convention 
and held a rump convention, The 
regular convention unanimously in- 
structed for the renomination of Taft, 
while the rump convention declared 
for the nomination of Roosevelt. 
These conflicting instructions have to 
do with the four delegates-at-large 
only. The eight district delegates 
were instructed for Taft. 

The men in charge of the Taft cam- 
paign understand that the followers of 
Roosevelt have been instructed to lay 
the groundwork for contests wherever 
possible. Even without any definite 
instructions from anybody rump con- 
ventions and contests can always be 
counted on in most of the southern 
states. 

This means an enormous amount of 
work for the national committee, In 
1908, the committee spent nearly two 
weeks in passing on the contests from 
the southern states. The politicians 
are saying that it is safe to count -on 
as much work being put up to the 
committee this year. 

A score or more of prominent poli- 
ticians from different sections of the 
country were at the executive offices 
yesterday. If the stories they tell are 
to be relied on, the Rousevelt move- 
ment is no longer making any head- 
way. The New Yorkers now assert 
that the president is assured of an 
instructed delegation from that state. 

Insurgents who were enlisted in the 
La Follette movement continue to go 
over to Roosevelt. Practically every 
prominent supporter of the Wiscon- 
sin senator is now out for Roosevelt. 
The managers of the Taft campaign 
express entire satisfaction with this 
situation. 

Representative Slayden of Texas, 
author of the “third term” resolution, 
is probably more disappointed than 
anyone else that the house sidestep- 
ped the proposition and refused to let 
it come up for a vote. 

Slayden denied emphatically that 
his resolution was aimed especially 
at Roosevelt. He sald: “My resolu- 
tion was aimed at the dangerous and 
un-American proposition of a third 
term. I mean a third term whether 
consecutive or with an intervening 
term. If Roosevelt is a candidate for 
a third term then it was aimed at him. 
The thinking, patriotic, conservative 
element of the country is against any 
abandonment of traditions in that re- 
spect.”

Obituary

John S. Stark, one of Andover’s 
best known and respected citizens, 
died Monday of pneumonia, after a 
brief illness, at the age of 66 years 3 
months and 24 days. 

The deceased was born in Andover, 
September 10, 1845, and went to Bal- 
lardvale when he was four years old, 
where he had since lived. His parents 
were» William D. and Martha A. 
(Perry) Stark, his grandfather being 
a ditect descendant of General Stark 
of Revolutionary fame.

captain in the fire department for 
eleven years and a niember of the 


For 
thirteen years, from 1889 to 1902, he 
was selectman of the town. He was 
also a Democratic candidate for rep- 
resentative, receiving the largest vote
